Philadelphia, Feb. 14.—Unless 
the 
bosrd of paxdonsj which meets in Har- 
risburs 
tomorrow, 
recommends 
the 
fiommutAtion of the death sentences of 
Mrs. Kate Edwards and Samuel Grea- 


colored, «of 
Berks bounty, 
the 
woman and her accomplico will be 
hanged on Thursday of this week in 
the Reading Jail, for the murder of 
•John Edwards, her husband. 


The case came before the supreme 
court finally in two peiitions, one by 
the woman, in which she held Greason 
blameless of the murder of her hus- 
band, end prayed that he be given a 
new trial, and another by Greason, in 
which he asked for a re-opening of his 
case on the ground of newly-discovered 
evidence. Both petitions were refused, 
only three of the seven members of 
the court voting in favor of the peti- 
tions. There was no opinion filed, the 
papers 
simply being endorsed 
"re- 
iueed." 


The newly-discovered 
evideuci^ re- 
ferred to in the Greason petition was 
the confession of Mrs. Edwards, in 
which she staled that Greason had no 
connection with tlie crimej that she 
killed her husband, and 
that 
her 
daughter Mary assisted hef in throw- 
ing her husband's body into a cistern. 
Counsel for Greason conMently 
ex- 
pected that the supreme court would 
reopen the case, and Mrs. Edwards' 
counsel was relying upon such a con- 
tingency to save his client's life. Ha<l 
the ease been f ^ p e n e d the woman 
would have been reprieved in order to 
testify in favor of the colored man. but 
as the matter now- stands only the 
board of pardons can save Mrs. Ed- 
wards 
from the scaffold.

HOW DECISION WAS RECEIVED

Greason On Point of Collapsing. 
Reading, Pa., Feb. 14.—The news of 
the decision of the supreme court in 
refusing to reopen the case of Samuel 
Greason was received with consterna- 
tion in the death chambers of Mrs. 
Kate Edwai'ds and Greason. The wom- 
an's grief la agonizing, and she re- 
fuses to be comforted. For the 
first 
time since her Incarceration Mrs. Ed- 
wards apparently realizes her critical 
condition. For two hours she paced her 
cell, crying and 
moaning piteously. 
The woman is in a higlily nervous 
condition. A frenzy of fear has seized 
her. and the oificials at the Jail believe 
that^Mrs. Edwards will hiive to be car- 
ried to the scaffold. 


She had confidently expected 
the 
supreme court to re-open the Greason 
case, 
thereby indefinitely prolonging 
her own life, ac she would have been 
used as a witness in his behalf. 


Greason's counsel is still 
hopeful 
that the board of- pardons will not 
take final action in his case on Wed- 
nesday, and tliat in the meantime Gov- 
ernor Pennypacker will withdraw the 
death warrants of both Greason and 
Mrs. Edwards, The board of pardons 
has already put itself on record in a 
two-column opinion, declailng its be- 
lief In the guilt of both the condemned, 
and it is only the hope of Greason's 
counsel which 
prevents the colored 
man from collapsing. 


Since Mrs Edwards' confession,.ex- 
onerating Greason, the petitions re- 
ceived ua'ging commutation of her sen- 
tence are much fewer In number. The 
city Is wrought up to a high pitch of 
excitement over the prospective hang- 
ing Qf Mrs. Edwards.

Counsel for Greason confidently ex­ 
pected that the supreme court would 
reopen the case, and Mrs. Edwards’ 
counsel was relying upon such a con­ 
tingency tt> save his client’s life. Ha<l 
the caso been f6-opened the w'oman 
would have been reprieved in order to 
testify in favor of the colored man, but

HOW DECISION WAS RECEIVED 


Mrs. Edv/ards' Grief Agonizing and 
Greason On Point of Collapsing. 
Reading, t*a., Feb, 14.—The news of 
the decision of the supreme court in 
refusing to reopen the case of Samuel 
Greason was received with consterna­ 
tion In the death chambers of Mrs. 
Kate Edwards and Greason. The wom­ 
an's grief is agonizing, and she re­ 
fuses to be comforted. For the first 
time Blnoe her Incarceration Mrs. Ed­ 
wards apparently realizes her critical 
condition. For two hours she paced her 
cell, crying and 
moaning piteously. 
The woman is In a highly nervous 
condition. A frenzy of fear has seized 
her, and the oificials at the Jail believe 
that'M rs. Edwards will h^ve to be car- 
rled to the scaffold. 
She had confidently expected the 
supreme court to re-open the Greaeon 
case, 
thereby indefinitely prolonging 
her own life, ac she would have been 
used as a witness in his behalf. 
Greason’s counsel is still 
hopeful 
that the board of- pardons will not 
take final action In his case on Wed­ 
nesday, and tliat in the meantime Gov­ 
ernor Pennypacker will withdraw the 
death w arrants of both Greason and 
Mrs. Edwards. The board of pardons 
has already put itself on record in a 
two-column opinion, deciailng its be­ 
lief in the guilt of both the condemned, 
and it ia only the hope of Greason’s 
counsel which 
prevents the colored 
man from collapsing. 
Since Mrs Edwards’ confession,.ex­ 
onerating Greason, the petitions re­ 
ceived uj’ging commutation of her sen­ 
tence are much fewer in number. The 
city Is wrought up to a high pitch of 
excitement over the prospective hang­ 
ing of Mrs, Edwards.

Kew York, Feb. 14.—As tho guest 
of honor at ’the Lincoln dinner of tho 
llopubllcan club in this city, President 
Pvoosevoit made a speoch on the race 
pi'oblem. 
Following 
the 
president. 
Senator Dolliver, of Iowa, responded 
to 
the 
toast, “Abraham Lincoln;’’ 
George A. Knight, of California, spoko 
on '‘The Republican Party.'* and James 
M. Beck, former assistant attorney 
general of the United States, on “The 
Unity of Republic/' 
President Roosevelt said in part: 
In his socoiid inaugural, In a spoooh 
fv^hirh will be read as loni? as the mcniot-y 
of thia nation endures, Abraham Lincoln 
closed by sayhig: “With hiallco toward 
none: with charity for nil; with ilrmnoss 
In tUo right, as Ciod gives us to see the 
right, let us strive on to finish the work 
wo are In; ♦ * ♦ to do all which may 
iLChlove. aj'id cherish a just and la;stlng 
peace an\ong oux'sclves, and with all na­ 
tions.” 
Tliis is the spirit In which mighty Lin­ 
coln sought to bind up the nation’s 
wounds when its soul was yet seething 
with licrce hatreds, with wmth, with 
rancor, with all the evil and dreadful 
piLssions provoked by civil war. 
Surely 
this is ihe spirit which all Amerloans 
thoukl show now, where there Is «o little 
exciiso for malice or rancor or hatred, 
when there la so little of vital conse­ 
quence to divide brother from brother, 
All good Americans who dwell in the 
nortli must, because’they are good Amer­ 
icans, feel the most earnest friendship 
for their fellow-countrymen who dwell In 
the «outh, a friendship all the irreater 
because it is In the south that we llnd in 
its must acute phase one of the gravest 
problems before our people: the problem 
of so dealing v/iih the man of one color 
as to secure him the rights that no one 
would grudge him if.he were of another 
color. 
To solve this problem. It is, of 
cour.se, necessarj»^ to educate him to per­ 
form the duiie.s, a failure to perform 
wliich will rendi^r him a curse to himselt 
and to ail around him. 
Neither I nor any other man can say 
thnt any given way of approaching' that 
problem will present in our time even an 
approximately perfect solution, but we 
can feafely say that thc-re can, never be 
suoli Hi'hi I ion at all unles.s v/tf iipproach 
it with the effort to do ffUa: and «uual 
jimtlce oinong all men: and to demand 
from them In return just and fair treat­ 
ment for others. Our effort should be to 
secure to each man, whatever his color, 
euuallty of opportunity, equality of treat­ 
ment before the law. 
Laziness a.nd shiftlessness. these, and 
above all, vice and criminality of every 
kind, are evils more potent for harm to 
the blaclt raoe th a n .a ll^ ts of oppression 
of white men put togetlier. The »:olored 
man who falls to condemn crime in an­ 
other colored man, who falls to oo-oper- 
dte in all lawful ways In briniiiug colured 
criminals to justice, is the worst enomy 
of his own people, as well ai? an enemy 
to all the people. Law-abiding black men 
should, for the sake of their race, be fore­ 
most in relentless and unceasing warfare 
against law-breaking black men. 
If the 
standards of private morality and Indus­ 
trial efTlciency can be raised high enough 
among the black race, then Its future on 
this continent Is secure*. 
The stability 
and purity of the home is vital to the 
welfare of the black race, ai It is to the 
welfare of every race. 
In the next place the white man, who. 
if only he is willing, can help the col­ 
ored man more than all other white men 
put together, Is the white man who is 
his nei^i^hbor, north or south. Each of us 
must do his whole duiy without flinching, 
and if that duty is national It must be 
done in accordance with the principles 
above laid down. 
But in endeavoring 
each to be his brother's keeper It 
wlae 
to remember that each tan normally do 
most for the brother who is his imme- 
dliite neiiihbor. If we are sincere friends 
of the negro let us each in his own local­ 
ity shov/ it liy his action therein, and let 
us each show it also by upholding tho 
hands of tlie w'hlte man, in whatever lo­ 
cality, who Is striving to do justice to the 
poor and the helpleiis, to be a sJueld to 
those who/ie need for such a shield is 
great. 
The he<iriioKt acknowledR:ments 'ire duo 
to tlio ministers, the judges and law oill- 
cers. the grand juries, tho public men, 
and tho great dally newspapers in the 
south, who have recently dune sucii efTec- 
tive work In leading the crusade against 
lynching in the south; and I am siad to 
say that during the last three month» 
the returns, as far as they can be gath­ 
ered, show a smaller number of lynchlngp 
than for any other two months during 
the last 20 years. 
Let us bo steadfast for the right, but 
let us err on the side of generosity rather 
than on the side of vindictiveneafe tov/ard 
those who differ fx’om us as to tlie ineth- 
od of attaining the right.

and let us likewise act in a spirit of the

Put it through the ringer, then rinse it 
in clear tepid water, to which ammo- 
nia has been added In the same propor- 
tion as to the lather. 
Again put it 
through the wringer; fold it evenly and 
pass it through again and yet again. 
By taking this precaution, says Wom-.

be pressed out of the flannel, and it 
will only require to bang out for a 
short while.

water out and wash the blouse In 
fresh water prepared in the same way. 
Put it through the ringer, then rinse it 
in clear tepid water, to which ammo­ 
nia lias been add'ed in the same propor­ 
tion as to the lather. 
Again put it 
through the wringer; fold it evenly and 
pass it through again and yet again. 
By taking this precaution, says Wom-. 
an’s Life, the moisture will nearly all 
be pressed out of the flannel, and it 
will only I'equire to hang out for a 
short while.

CARE OF BLANKETS. 
No part of housekeeping should be 
more sharply looked after than that 
which has to do with beds and bed­ 
ding. Everything about a bed should 
be aired thoroughly every 
day; and 
everything should be kept up to the 
top notch of cleanliness. 
Mattresses should be dusted dally, 
for dust seems to go to them and cling 
to them as if by some curious law of 
attraction. They should be thorough-^ 
ly gone o v er—taken apart and cleaned, 
inside and out, that is—at least once in 
three years; oftenei*, if possible. Every 
good housekeeper cleans bed, springs 
and mattresses as regularly as any 
other part of her house, but compara­ 
tively few realize how Important It is 
to have their mattresses opened and 
cleaned periodically. 
Yet dust and dirt sift through tick­ 
ing and collect in an alarming way. 
Men who manipulate those cleaning 
machines (“pickers”) say 
that dust 
from a single mattress filling comes 
out in thick clouds during the opera- 
tioh of cleaning. 
Blankets should be aired as persist­ 
ently as mattresses—aired and shaken 
vigorously every day. 
The best kind of blankets to buy va­ 
ries with the buyer. All wool are usu­ 
ally considered the best, but blankets 
with a cotton warp and wool “fiiiing’' 
stand home cleaning better than those 
made of all wool.

Molasses Pudding Sauce—Cook to­ 
gether one cup of molasses, one-half 
cup of water, a rounding tablespoon of 
butter, a pinch of salt and three table­ 
spoons of vinegar for twenty minutes. 
Cabbage Salad—Shave a solid head 
of cabbage very fine and set the bowl 
on Ice or In a very cold place. Make a 
dressing of one-quarter cup of butter, 
a rounding tablespoon of sugar, three 
whole eggs, a tablespoon of made mus­ 
tard, a level teaspoon of salt, three- 
quarters cup of vinegar and cook until 
It thickens. 
Little Cocoanut Cakes—Soak the cup 
of shredded cocoanut in one cup of 
milk. 
Cream one-half cup of butter 
with one cup of sugar, add two well 
beaten eggs, the milk and cocoanut, 
and last two cups «f flour sifted with 
four level teaspoons of buking powder. 
Bake in round iron gem pans that have 
been liberally buttered. Cover wJtk a 
white icing. 
Nut Drop Cakes—Cream two-tuirds 
cup of butter,, add one cup of brown 
sugar, two well beaten eggs, two cups 
of flour sifted •nith a scant level tea­ 
spoon of cinnamon and tAVO Jevel tea­ 
spoons of baking powder. 
Add one- 
third cup of raisins chopped, one-third 
cup of currants and two-thirds cup of 
walnut meats chopped. 
Make small 
bails, n o larger t h a n a teaspoon, o f 
dough and lay some distance apart oa 
« buuer«d pan.

AT THE NEW YORK 


ZOOLOBICAl PARK

T is by no means an easy 
matter 
to assign 
their 
proper place iu tbe animal 
kiuixdom or to determine 
^ ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ 
"vvbat really constitutes an 
uuieiupe. 
No better opportunity has 
ever been given in this country to see 
for one's self tbe different members 
of this family, from the pyirmy Duy- 
kerbok antelope to the ox-llke eland, 
and from our own aberrant typo, tbe 
American proni?-horn anti»Iope, to tbe 
still more aberrant giraffe, than is no-sv 
given by the incomparable collection 
of antelopes at the New YorlyZooIogi- 
cal Park. 


Among the most singular types in 
some respects are Ihe water antelopes. 
There are five allied species, of ^vhicb 


at tbe park, two full-grown males and 
a female, the latter Immature. 
These 
little creatures take kindly to captivity 
in zoological gardens, and breed with 
fair regularity. Two of those that wo 
have are quite docile, but the third, a 
full-grown male, was once so savage 
that for nearly a year he was bent on 
killing something or somebody. The 
creature is quite cow-like in form, but 
its horns most nearly resemble the 
borns of the harnessed antelope of 
Africa, except that they are not twist- 
ed. The color is a rich chocolate brown, 
becoming dark Avith ago. 
Celebes Is 
the home of the specimens which we 
have." 


The spocimens which 
inhabit the 
Philippines (Hos mindorensis) is called 
tamarao. 
stands,** writes Kicbard 
Lydekker, "three and a half feet lu 
height. 
The horns, though 
massive, 
are comparatively short and rise up- 
ward in the piano of the face with a 
lyrato curvature; they arc distinctly

the Sing-sing antelope, a line speci- 
men of which is to be seen at the park, 
is a representative. 


It scarcely carries out our idea of an 
antelope, being a rather heavily-built 
iinimal, -which, instead of presenting 
the sleek, glossy appearance of other 
members of its family, is clothed with 
a coat of long, soft, loose, and 
flocculent 
hair, longer upon the neck than else- 
where, but not forming a mane. The 
color is grayish brown. 
The 
males 
iilone carry horns. 
These in the adult 
individual are lyre-shaped, and cov- 
<?red almost to the tips with bony rings. 
The animal exhales an odor, and the 
flesh is so powerfully scented and of 
so bad a flavor as to be entirely un- 
eatable, a circumstance which will go 
far to preserve the species fi'om becom- 
ing exterminated, long after its con- 
geners have disappeared forever from 
the face of the earth. The natives, we 
iire told, tame these antelopes, and al- 
low them to run with their cattle (in 
much tbe same Avay as we keep a goat 
in the stable) because the animal is 
supposed to bring good luck and ward 
off disease. 


Sing-sing antelopes abound in marshy 
<iistricts on the banks of lakes and 
rivers in central and western Africa. 
If disturbed, they invariably make for. 
the "Water at full speed. In this way 
they escape lions and leopards, who 
in common with other cats are reluc- 
tant to take to the water, but they 
cannot get away from the natives, who 
pursue them in boats. Avhich they pad- 
dle faster than these antelopes can 
swim. 


In view of the fact that the curious 
little anoa has been adopted, 
along 
with the other inhabitants of the Phil- 


triangular, with the largest face in 
front, and are somewnat 
roughened. 
In its massive form, thick legs, and 
uniform coloration this s]>^eies comes 
nearer to the Indian buffalo than to 
the anoa." 


It may be added that, as far at least 
as the anoa of Celebes is concerned, 
the animal seems to occupy a place 
almost exactly half way between the 
antelopes and the oxen.

President Hefelbower, of Pennsylvania 
College, "svas absent during tho scare and 
' on his return, being dissatisfied w'ith the 
diagnosis of tho physicians, telegraphed 
• to Dr. Benjamin Lee, of the State Board 
•of Health, to send a specialist to Gettys- 
burg at once. Dr. Welsh, of Philadelphia, 
who has had 30 years experience with 
finfjallpox fliid kindred diseases, was im- 
»•jjjediately despatched to Gettysburg and 
reached there Wednesday afternoon. Af- 
ter examining the two students at the Col- 
lege and Mark T. Eckcrt, a citizen of the 
town, he pronounced the cases distinctive» 
Jy chicken-pox. 


In an. interview with Dr. George L. 
Rice, Health Oilicer of Adams county, 
who according to instructions from the 
executive officers of the State Board of 
.Health, went to Gettysburg Wednesday 
morning to make an investigation, he 
stated that on reaching Gettysburg ho 
found that the local Health Board took 
every precaution to maintain a strict quar- 
antine. 
They can not be too highly com- 
mended in their efforts to protect the pub- 
lic health. 
Upon learning that Dr. Welch 
was sent for by the College authorities, 
he awaited his arrival ^and together with 
Dr. Dalby, they jnade a thorough exami- 
^'Ilatio^ oi the supposed cases. 
Dr. Welch 
pronounced, the patients suffering with 
varecila or chicken-pox, in which diagno- 
sis Dn Rice at once co-incided. 
The quarantine has been declared off it 
t all tho cases, by authority of the State 
.Board of Health and they were removed 
on Thursday.

‘ Much Ado About Nothingf. 
The borongli of Gettysburg seems to 
have been unfortunately placed under 
strict quarantine and its citizens raised to 
high state of excitement—in some in- 
' stances frenzy—by the hasty diagnosis of 
local physicians of several cases of chick- 
‘ 45n-poK as emall-pox. 
President Hefelbower, of Pennsylvania 
College, Avaa absent during tho scare and 
’ on his return, being dissatisfied w^ith the 
diagnosis of tho physicians, telegraphed 
• to Dr. Benjamin Lee, of the State Board 
•of Health, to send a specialist to Gettys­ 
burg at once. Dr. Welsh, oi Philadelphia, 
who has had 30 years experience with 
flmallpox and kindred diseases, w'as im- 
»•anediately despatched to Gettysburg and 
reached there Wednesday afternoon. Af­ 
ter examining the two students at the Col­ 
lege and Mark T. Eckert, a citizen of the 
town, he pronounced the cases distinctive­ 
ly chicken-pox. 
In an. interview with Dr. George L. 
Rice, Health Oflicer of Adams county, 
who according to instructions from the 
executive officers of the State Board of 
.Health, went to Gettysburg Wednesday 
morning to make an investigation, he 
fitated that on reaching Gettysburg ho 
found that the local Health Board took 
every precaution to maintain a strict quar­ 
antine. They can not be too highly com­ 
mended in their efforts to protect the pub­ 
lic health. Upon learning that Dr. Welch 
was sent for by the College aathorities, 
he awaited his arriviU land together with 
Dr, Dalby, they niade a thorough exami- 
vziation of the supposed cases. Dr. Welch 
pronounced, the patients suffering with 
varecila or chicken-pox, jn which diagno­ 
sis Dr. Rice at once co-incided. 
The quarantine has been declared off iti 
f all tho cases, by authority of the State 
.Board of Health and they were removed 
on Thursday. Miss McClean was ill but 
: two day^3. The Compiler is again issued 
from its own plant, and the schools and 
! .college reopened on Friday. 
We noedoiot say that the gratification 
! in the community is general, and 
re­ 
joice that the scare w'as nothing but a 
scare. It has, however, cimsed consider- 
V able financial loss and untold worry.

THE 
TOAD. 


According to a recent bulletin issued 
by the National Government the toad 
is a gross feeder. He sallies forth usu- 
ally after sundown in search of his 
prey, 
which 
includes pretty 
nearly 
every variety of insect and worm, and 
experiment proves that in twenty-four 
hours he will consume insect food of a 
volume fourfold the capacity of his 
stomach—in other words, he can iill up 
four times. 
Of angle worms he does 
not seem very fond, though his glut- 
tonous habit extends to them if they are 
too temptingly abundant, as after the 
earth has had a good wetting. 


Ants appear to bo his chief delight, 
with cutworms and thousand-leggers 
next in order. Then come caterpillars 
and beetles. 
Grasshoppers and crick- 
ets furnish but a small part of his bill 
of fare, and spiders still less. He has 
no use. apparently, tov dead prey, but 
when an insect or worm comes near 
him in motion he makes for it eagerly. 
A 
cutworm 
which 
has 
discretion 
enough when in his neighborhood to 
keep curled up may easily escape, but 
as soon as it begins to crawl let it be- 
ware. 


His method of capturing a bug is to 
dart out his tongue, which, by the way, 
reverses the usual order of nature, it 
being fastened in front and loose be- 
hind. 
It is coated with a gelatinous 
secretion, and when it stril;es an object 
it fastens firmly to it and conveys it 
into the toad's mouth. 
If the object, 
like a big worm, for instance, is too 
large to go unassisted into his gullet, 
he uses his forepaws. like a greedy 
child, to stuff it down. 


Most of the viands which the toad 
loves are, in their living state, pests of 
the farm and garden. It is hard to say 
just where to place ants in this classili- 
cation. Nearly all students of nature, 
as well as persons who have nothing 
but the traditions of their childhood to 
guide their judgment, have acquired a 
certain affection for the ant.

Still, the fact cannot be ignored that 
the ant is an active distributor of plant 
lice; that it destroys lawns, spoils gar- 
den walks.

In
